etin giving the condition of agriculture 
n the United States for the year 1900. 


It shows that there were at tint time 


i.727,657 farm; in the entire country, 
which were valued »t 816,671,694.247. 
Ot this amount 43,560.188,101, or over 
21 per cent., represented the value of 
buildings, and 813,114,492,066, or 78 Fir 
cent., represented the value of lands and 
approvements other 
than buildings. 


Che value of farm implements and ma- 
chinery was $761.261,550, and of live 
stock $3,078,050,041. 


These values, added to the value of

HARRISBURG DETECTIVES AID IN LANDING 


NEST OF BUNCO STEERERS. 


Accused ol Misusing United Slates Mails and 


Impersonating a United Slates Officer.

Through the clever work of Detectives 


Harry C. White and James T. Walters 
of thia city, associated with Postoflice 
Inspector 8. H. Morse, of Philadelphia 
a "green goods" scheme was knocked on 
the head yesterday. Two arrests were 
made, being those of Harry Reynolds, 
alias Harry Lane, of Dauphin, chargac 
with using the United States maild for 
the purpose of defrauding by means 
of the "Green goods" game, and R. M. 
Steckloy, of Dauphin, charged wich con 
splraoy and Impersonating a United 
States officer. 


The plot for the mulcting of some 


easy victim out of whatever amount of 
money could be obtained was started In 
this city about teu days ago.

claimed that time Harry Reynolds came 
to Milton B. Speese, of this city, and 
told him of a plan for working the 
"Green goods" racket. He asked Speese 
it he knew an "easy mark" on whom 
the scheme could be worked, 


Spoesswentto County Datective J 


T. Walters and told him of the matter 
and aaked him what he should do. He 
waa taken to United States District At- 
torney S. J. M. McCarrell, and it was ar- 
ranged tbat he should appear to enf»r In- 
to Reynolds' plan. Accordingly at bia 
'accomplice's" dictation, It 
is auld, 


Speese wrote a letter to G. H. Hearner, of 
Arendtsville, Adams county, a candidate 
tor the legislature. 


The first letter to Boarder, written on 


July 12, miscarried e.t it win afterward, 
discovered, and a second wri written OB 
July IS, which waa received by Beamer. 
In the meantime the postal authorities 
had been Informed and Iripector Morse 
wci detailed on theoaie. Prior to the re- 
ception of the letter be visited lieamer 
and told him of the scheme that was 
about to proposed to him and advie'd 
dm as to how he shor-'d act toward the 
.en. 
Beamer met Reynolds and Sp tese, In 


accordance with the instructions con- 
tained In the letter at tbe City hot^l, 
Gettysburg, on July 16. At that time, 
n the presence of Sr a", Reynolds 
signed a contract with Beamer to sell 
him $1,000 In "ftrean goods" for $300 of 
real money. The couu^rfel'a were ti 
oe $200 in twenty-dollar bills, WOO in 
ten-dollar bills and $300 in five-dollar 
bills. The delivery WEI to be natde on 
or about July 21. 


Everything wci cnrled out 
fo the 


etter of the pla?s until the denouement 
yesterday. Beamer was at the City hotel 
us per bid agreement with Reynolds, but 
upon the airivf1 ot the tram from this 
city about 2 o'clock the latter did not put 
n an appaaranoe. Bsamer waa Wf'tmg 
nroom Xo. 16 when In walked R. M. 
SteeK'ey, of Dauphin, acoomppoied by 
Speese. 


The former announced ttat he wa^ a 


Secret Service officar of the United 
Stain and that he had ai .'fated R ,y- 
nolds In Baltimore. He told the man 
he want d to "pluck" tbat when airest 
ed Reynolds had in bis possession $4,000 
n counterfeit, $1000 of wbloh was for 
Beamer. He said that Beamer's contract 
was found on the prisoner and that he 
had come to ai.est him and take him to 
ail at Harriaburg.

officer said that aa he was the only one 
who knew of Beamer's connection with 
the matter he would not make tl^e ar- 
rest if he could make a ritiafactory 
money consideration before the 4.26 p.

AN OLD JESUIT 


MISSION HOUSE 


BUILT BY CASPER WISE, NEAR ABBOTTS- 


TOWN, IN 1761, AND STILL STANDING. 


-Mm following is from the pen of John 


T. Reily, of McSherrystown. 


June 19,1902, drove to Paradise over 


the Pigeon Hills—grand view oil to the 
mountains and far into Maryland. The 
trees, covered with dead branches where 
the locusts deposited their eggs and are 
now disappearing—Farewell, Cicadae I 
Visited the original Wise homestead be- 
low Abbottstown, originally in Berwick 
Twp., Lancaster county, then York Co. 
now Hamilton Twp., Adams county, 
on the banks of Beaver Creek. John 
JSTickolas Wels, Caspar Weis and John 
Butt, or Bott, were among the German 
emigrants who came into the Province 
of Ponn 1731, and Andrew Weis in 1732 


We have no way of knowing whether 


this Caspar Weis settled in Berks or 
Lancaster, or whether his children were 
born here on the banks of the Beaver 
Creek of the Indians. "Cospar Weisen" 
2 was born July 15, 1733, died Nov. 22, 
1803; Weis Sebastian 1 was born Nov. 
10, 1738, died Aug 1, 1802,—old Cone- 
wago tombstones. This Caspar was the 
original Wels settler, and Peter Noel 1, 
1750, 
the original Noel settler whose 


tract of 500 acres was then bounded by 
land of Caspar Weis. 


April 11,1754, Caspar Weis took'up n 


grant of land there, but there is no way 
of telling whether It was Caspar the 
father or Caspar the son, then 21 years 
old. 
There is a tradition that these 


Weis children were raised wi^Ii thejja- 
dian children as playmates alolagtrie 
Beavsr Creek. The Welses had oyeFWo 
acres" ofiami, now the two Klunk farms, 
leriry and Miss Matilda's—the lower 
farm bouse having been Charley Klunk' 8 


whereon is also a frame house built by 
lira and his wife, Sara Dellone, where 
they diod ; the old Benjamin Fink and 
Judith Kuhn farm belonged to the Weis 
and, now Cornelius Bieveuour's, whose 
wife is a slater of the aged Sebastian 
Wise.

The original WCIB borne was a settler's 


cabin in tbe forest. The second old Wels 
homestead and Jesuit Mission Station is 
standing yet, older than the present 
Jonewago Chapel building, and next to 
t tbe oldest place of Catholic worship in 
Southern Pennsylvania. It is one-story 
stone and an attic, about 18i24, tbe east 
corner walls badly cracked, but kept In 
repair by the Klunks for two generations, 
.t having been tbe last request of old 
John Klunk that this venerable relic be 
not torn down as long as it remains in 
be Klunk family. The datestone in the 
gable end has clearly cut in it a "C," a 
pair of scissors, then a "W," and under- 
neath " 1701." B ullt by Caspar Weil, a 
tailor. The entrance, low and wide, is 
on tbe sothwest side, facing a great old- 
fashioned chimney place, at one side of 
which is a narrow ladder way to tbe 
attic, at the other a door Into the larger 
room, once a Jesuit ''Mass house," the 
older generation of Weises and Klunks 
remembering the marks on the wall and 
floor where the alter stood.

baptized, instructed, married and at- 
tended the holy Sacrifice of the Mass I 
lere a Father Manners, a Geisler, Pel- 
entz, a Frambach, Cerfoumont, a De- 
iarth and perhaps Fathers Zochi and 
Lakeu, yet in their earlier years, said 
Mass and administered the Sacraments 1 
lere tbe old Catholic settlers of Para- 
dise, from Germany and France, from 
Jerks and Lancaater, knelt m prayer 
•nd brought their children of the uoble 
old mothers I—all long gone, but the 
ild memory laden walls remain; every 
.tone has a history, and in sacred rever- 
ence kneeling strange thonghll fill my 
mind and a volume of history passes in 
olemn review. 
There is a tradition that Confirmation 


was once administered in this old house 
by a Bishop who "walked there and was 
met by tbe people on the way." As the 
'Great Roads" from Philadelphia and 
Carlisle to Baltimore panned near by, it. 
s likely be came that far by stage-coach; 
fhe old walls are laid in olay mortar 
he tlwrs of split plank, bewed and 
planed, and are double, the space be- 
,ween the joists being filled wltb clay, 
making a warm bouse. In the basement 


ftoe. rook Into a perfect basin hollowed 
out of the.i'oek byjheTnaTan?. "Tlie old 
Yeiaes had a still-house" a little below, 
iiid the old legs are still in the basement 
on which rows of bairele of whiskey 
were onoe stored, in the days when tbe 
earns of the old Weisea, Klunks, Noles, 
Jellones. were on the Baltimore and 
?ittsburg roads. The adjoining farm on 


Berlin road waa Lena Breigder'n, a 


sister of the old Bievenours. 
John 


ilunk bought it for his oldest son Joseph 
Klunk, who died near Couewago, leav- 
ng severs', children, the only grandchil- 
dren of this John Klunk. The Berlin 
Branch Bailroadjnow back of the old 
Weis-Klunk borne. 


Traditions linger 
around Paradtoe 


:hurch, yet knownm Brandt's Chapel. 


The main point of Frederick Brandt's 
will, died in 18?2, was a place of Catholic 
worship, from 
which dates Brandt's 


Ibapel; there is no clause of compulsion 
or reversion, as he bad no children, and 
a schedule of Mrs. Brandt's effects when 
she died about 1840 shows that every- 
thing went to Father Lekeu. I went into 
ibe cellar of the old Brandt borne and ex- 
amined tbe cupboard that is said to have 
been haunted after Mm.

Brandt had a brother, Michael Kientz, 
and three married sisters,—too many 
nieces and nephews to divide the prop- 
erty among, and to make any distinction 
would only create dissatisfaction, says 
the will, written by old Squire Guber 
nator.

PASTURE FOR THE HOGS. 


ALMOST A NECESSITY FOR 
THE 
CHEAP 


GROWING AMD FATTENING OF SWINE. 


The common fault of many swine 


growers, says B. C. Holme in American 
Swine)>«rd. is to try to raise bogs with 
little or no p.isture. I hold that hogs 
can be raised more cheaply with pasture 
and the variety tf grains oui farms pro- 
duce than in aoy other way. The hogs 
will be more healthy and of better form 
and finish than ia passible to produce in 
pens or lots, without pasture. We have 
seen so nwuy irood pigs grown on blue 
grass and clover, with a judicious feed- 
ing f f corn and mill feed, and taken by 
buyers to dry pens and muddy or dusty 
lots Mid stuffed wilh corn and middlings 
until they were »9 fat as seals and about 
as useful that our interest in young buy- 
ers and good stock leads us to say a word 
in favor of more pasture and less corn 
for swine and especially for breeding 
slock. So essential is green feed of some 
kind, with range for sows and shoats, 
that we would not take the risk of grow- 
ing even, feeding hogs without a pasture 
of -grass, rye or clover. With range on 
these, hogs can safely be fed corn enough 
to keep then) in good flesh, ready to ship 
when occasion demands. la fact, this IB 
tlio safest way to grow hogs in these 
days when disease is so general, and 
there is a market every day in the year 
for hogs of any size, if in good order. 


The day is past for just keeping shoats 


alive and hunting a living until new 
corn comes and than gorging them with 
new corn to fit tbeai for market. This 
practice bas been one of the ready means 
for inviting outbreaks of disease and 
placing feeders at the mercy of the 
packers. After such hogs have been 
made fat, or disease makes its appear- 
ance, they cannot be safely kept long 
enough to take advantage of markets, 
and the cousequeiiee is the market is 
glutted at times, and sellers are the suf- 
ferers. 


Hogs that are grown on pasture with 


grain get exerciso and variety of feed to 
give them vigor and regularity of ap- 
petite, which enables them to ward off 
disease, which under other conditions 
would be most destructive. 


While It is tne accented opinion that 


corn is essential for cheapest production 
of pork, it ia equally true that the cheap- 
est and best pork cannot be grown with- 
out grass or clover. The ideal hog farm 
is one where there can be found every 
month of the year, grass, clover, rye or 
range in wood lots or graves, with water 
pure and abundant, as well as good 
fields and cribs of corn, 


A permanent blue grass pasture, a 


clover field in rotation with wheat and 
corn, and seeding with rye to pasture 
and lurn under for spring crops, furnish 
the variety that enables one to give the 
changes of feed and range that the SDWS 
anj pigs and shoata delight in. A per 
uianent pasture adjoining the hog houses 
and feed lots is the ideal range for the 
sows with litters. After weaning, the 
sows can go to the clover field with the> 
older slioats and the weanlings have the 
corn and -slops or mill feed and range ou 
bins grass, until they are sg> well ad- 
vanced that the culls may be removed to 
clover and the breeders pushed on, ready 
for buyers or for breeding purposes, and 
have every day all the exercise they need 
to keep them vigorous, and all the grass 
they will eat to grow bone and muscle, 
and complete the rations of gram the 
farm ullurdd. 


Possibly A farmer may be so well 


[osted in the art of combining feeding 
stuffs, bought from the mills and presses 
as to meet the wants of the growing 
pigs completely, but even the most scien-
